The Bhutla women In the Darjeeling 
district wear quaint brass ornament! 
covered wttb chip turquoises, which ar* 
cheap, bat the Mongolians have th« 
emliosaod silver pistes which fora: 
snch a liecomlng headgear, studded 
with really fine turquoises, for which 
the owners have to give valuable furs 
In exchange.—Corn hi IL

Bird singing contests for money and 
other prises are not so frequent In 
England as formerly.

To make them sing tbelr eyea were 
pierced by n redbot needle for the pur¬ 
pose of completely blinding them. This 
wns done to prevent any opposing ex 
hlbltor from frightening the birds an.l 
stopping their singing, an end which 
wns obtained by waving some object 
In front of them.

The cruel practice has been practical¬ 
ly stamped out by the action of the 
ltoynl Society For the Prevention of 
Cruelly to Animals, who Issued numer¬ 
ous summonses agnlnst offenders.
